A despatch to tho Times from Antanarl- 
vo, MadaKRsoar, whioh will bo published 
to-morrow, says that the government 
la secretly making overtures for 
peace, but fearing a revolution Is massing 
troops outside the capital and deolaring its 
Intention of resisting.

CoBieq^aeBtlytheSpaaiahpanitive col- 
nmn waa aenti to CabagM, and attacked and 
burned that town after a fight in which 116 
aatives were killed, including the principal 
leaders. The Spanish lost a captain and IG 
soldiers killed and aeveral men wonnded. 

QDhe Ruasian Petroleum Company an- 
nounce in the Novoe Vremya that they have 
not agreed with the Amorloan petroleum 
eyndicate to partition the market. 

According to present Indicationa work on 
the Panama canal Is going to bo puehed with 
vigor, and §1.20 per day in Colombian 
Dioney ia oflfered for 5,000 laborers. The 
strike of wharf, abip and other laborers 
whioh has been having auoh a bad eflfeot on 
bnaineas hero for some time past, is break- 
ing up. 

In an interview with Cardinal Gibbons 
published by Le Oaulols on the friction be- 
tween Church and State in France, the 
Cardinal aaaerts that America wonld never 
tolerate the infliction of a special tax on re- 
ligious establishments, as the Americans 
believed in liberty of oonaoience for all and 
that the gavernment respected that feeling. 

Chief Deasy, of the Vlotorla fire depart- 
ment, enjoyed a holiday on Sunday last — 
the firab day all free from oiBcial oares that 
he has taken in a year or more. He decided 
that ho would celebrate the brief vacation 
with a drive into the country, Mrs. Deasy 
and a Innoh basket of generous proportions 
acooropanying, and far from the sound of an 
alarm ne propomd to drink m the beauties 
of tho summer day. Cordova Bay was 
reached in good time, and there 
the horeo was unharneaaed and the 
cargo of good things discharged. 
Everything was moving dellghtfnily when 

the smell of smoke in the air prompted the 
Chief to move for an inveitigatlon, with 
the result that a rousing bush fire was 
located only a few hundred yards of the 
road. It was the old story — ho 
hadn't intended to think of a fire 
all day, but when ho drove 
homo in tho evening tho bush firo was a 
thing of the past, and he was consoloua of 
oxporienalng that tired feeling and knew 
that it waa not altogether the result of 
picknioking. Yostorday there were v.iore 
brush and bush fires, none ef which luckily 
did very much damage. Cedar Hill, Cad- 
boro Bay, Work Point, Spring Ridge and 
Beacon Hill, each had their share of excite- 
ment, and fenoen, hay and oordwnnd suf- 
fered. At 4 o'olook yesterday afternoon 
there was a small fire in tho Rock Bay 
bridge, which neceasitated the attendance of 
the department, bub waa extinguished with a 
few buckets of water. Later in the evening 
tbere was a grass fire near the Dallas hotel 
and tho busy day closed with the receipt of 
information from Telegraph bay that the fire 
had broken out afreab is that locality and 
seriously threatened the.safety of the build- 
ings. An engine, 1,600 feet of hoie and a 
large force of men are now busily employed 
holding this dre in check and their efforts 
were fairly successfol at last reports.

INSDKANCE MDRDEKS. 

Evidence Continues to Aexuraulate Against 
liolmes— Other Probable 
Victims. 

Cincinnati, July 29,— Chief Dietoh re- 
csived a telegram from Dateotlve Geyer to 
search the Poplar street house formerly oc- 
cupied by H. H, Holmes in this city. 
Howard Pitzel, as well as his sisters, were 
here with Holmes, and Geyer wanted to be 
satisfied as to whether Howard had been 
disposed of here, bat nothing was found to 
indicate murder there. It is the opinion 
that Howard was taken to Indianapolis. 

CniCAoo, July 29. — Two briok vaults, 
three by ei.x feet in size and filled with quick- 
limp, wore found in the Holmes buildlDg 
about three feet below the baRemenb floor 
this afternoon. The police also found an- 
other bunch of long discolored human hair. 
William Capps, tho Fort Worth attorney, 
who is here in behalf of the Williams sisters, 
advanced the theory to day that Minnie R. 
Williams had a brother named Horace A. 
Williams, in Denver, Colorado, who either 
died or was killed suddenly in May or June, 
1893, ahortly before tho euppoacd murder 
of the Williams sisters. Tho attorney nays 
that the young man was Insured for §2,500 
in favor of his sister Minnie. Mr. Capps 
says that it ia not reasonable to suppose that 
Horace WilliamB would Insure his life In 
favor of a sitter who was very wealthy, and 
from what he bad learned he was of the 
opinion that Holmes bad first Inanred the 
young man and then been inatrnmental In 
oausiog his death, l^evelopments In the in- 
vestigation Into the criminal deeds of H. H. 
Holmes in Chicago dose the net still tighter 
around Fat Quinlan and prove that he was 
the aooomplice of Holmes and fully cog- 
nizant of his deeds. The name of Milford 
C. Cole,' formerly of Baltimore, waa also 
added to the list of Holmes' poesible vic- 
tims, as (vas that of a woman who for a short 
time was a resident of the "Castle." The 
date of the disappearance of Mrs. Julia 
Connor is fixed on Christmas day, 1891, 
Last night an officer arrested a man in 
Englewood believed to be H. S. Maok, who 
worked for Holmes during the last eix 
months he lived in the 63rd street house. 
Whether bo can tell anything about Holmes 
personally is not certain, but that he knows 
all about Pat Quinlan and his wife, and 
their connection with Holmes, tbey feel 
rure. Chief Badenoch does not believe the 
Philadelphia authorities will ever surrender 
Holmes, and therefore is determined that 
justice shall bo meted oat to his accomplices 
here. The police are satisfied that the 
akeleton now in the vault is all that remains 
of Alice Williams, the sister of Minnie. 
Tbey had no means of proving this, becauBe 
the teeth have been destroyed and the jaw 
bone broken. . Yesterday's revelations also 
convinced the police that the bonse at 63rd 
street was the scene of aU Holmes' murders 
and that the mysterious " office " on the 
third floor waa employed ezolnsively for the 
bntohery of his viotlma. 

Charles Chappell, son of Mr. G. Ohap- 
pell, the old man who olaims to have been 
assistant to Holmes and to, have articulated 
skeletons for him, says his father has' been 
of unsound mind for several years, and ex- 
presses the belief that the father knows 
nothing whatever of Holmes' doings. A 
bundle of bones were found in the baaement 
to-day, Bome of whioh Dr. Robinson pro- 
nounced to be parts of a human frame. It 
was at first thought a akeleton had >)een 
found, but examination showod that mo^ 
of the bones were from the batcher shop. 
The mixture of human bones and butcher 
shop refuao ia a peculiar feature of several 
of the finds.

RESIGNS THE RECTORSHIP. 

Right Key. BlBUop Crldge Feels That Ills Age 
Reijulres Ho Should Keslgn tho Pastor- 
ate of Ills Church, 

Just prior to the conclualon of divine 
service on Sunday morning at the Church of 
Our Lord (Reformed Epiaoopai), Right Rev. 
Bishop Cridge said to his congregation : 

" I feel that tho timo is come when my 
age requires that I should resign into your 
hacdi the pastorate whioh yon renewed and 
bestowed on mo twonty-ono years ago noxt 
November. I deem it expedient to do this 
lest failure coming, as it often does at such 
an age suddenly, you should bo placed at a 
disadvantage. I do it also because I 
think tho work requires a young- 
er mau a more vigoroas hand, 
I would suggest the desirability of some 
change being made before winter, and that 
you should without delay look out for a 
pastor such as you will approve. I will do 
my beat as God shall enable me till such a 
one be found, I think it proper to observe, 
and 1 trust it will meet your favorable re- 
gard, that the resignation refers only 
to my office as rector. I hope to 
combine my oversight and other functions 
as bishop so long as the needed health and 
strength are vouchsafed to me. 

" Should you deem it preferable for your 
more asanrance to appoint a ooileague or 
aaaistant for a time to take the mau part 
of the duty and to take the main 
part of your offorlnga, It wonld still 
be on tho understanding that my 
resignation (which I now place In your 
handa) will take effect whenever you see fit 
to accept it. 

" It is oonsoilng to me to reflect that I. 
take thii step on my own motive, without 
any suggestion ther6to on your part, and X 
am very grateful to you for all your love 
and confidence. I ask you to join 
your prayers with mine that the Lord 
will raise up a man faithful end true to 
minister to your edification, 

" Brethren we have experienced for 
twenty years the benefits of freedom from 
ceremonial strife and religious disoontent. 
We havo tasted the restfulnesa of a pure 
worship without diatraction. Lot none, for 
aught tho world can givo or take, turn aside 
from the pure word of the Lord, 
the oommandmenta of that living present, 
all governing Being whose promise ia "Be 
thou faithful unto death and I will give 
thee the crown of life." Wherefore " Stand 
fast In the faith, quit yon like men ; bo 
strong." 

It Is understood that the matter will be 
considered by the managers of the church 
and the oongregation at an early date.

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CABINET KEFBESENTATION. 



Col. Prior's Forcible Advocacy of the 
Claims of British 

Columbia. 



An Interestiug' Array of Facta anil 
Figures Presented iu a 
Telling Speech. 



Oa Hon. Mr. Foiter ,' moving the honae 
into oommittee of ways and meaaa on the 
19bb Inab., Col. Prior Bald : 

Bjfore the bouae goee into committee of 
w&ya aad tneEiDa, I beg to be allowed to 
mako a few roniarks. Altbougb I know it 
ia very late in tbe aeBaion, and tbat bon. 
gentlemen wiab to get away, atiU I most 
ask their indalgenoe to say that I hoped 
that before the seaaion oloaed I should bavu 
been able to obtain tbe returns I ueked for 
in tbe beginning of the seBaion, and thus 
have been able to give oome iutoreatiDg ata- 
tlatfoa to tbe houao in regard to the revenue 
thit ia paid in by the different provinces, 
and also tho oxpendituroa that are made iu 
the provincea. I find that it ia inipoBBible 
for these retuina to bo got out in time 
They are far more voluminous than I had 
any idea of, and I would aooner not have 
them at all, thau have thorn incjrrect or in- 
oomploto. I shall therefore have to delay 
my remarka on that subjoot until next sea 
eion ; but I trust tho government will see 
that these returns are gob out, and that I 
shall be allowed to see them aa soon as pos- 
sible after this house prorogues. There is 
another mutter, however, I am bound to 
bring up before this session closes, and that 
is tho uoivuraally expresBod desire of the 
people of British Columbia for repreaei^ta- 
Cion io tbe Dominion oj^bineb. I think that 
after I have given some statiatioa, no hon. 
gentleman present will think that bhe re- 
qneab made by the people of Britiah Colum- 
bia ia at all an unreasonable one. Situated 
aa Briblah Columbia ia geographically, lying 
as she does so far from tho capital 
of the country, it ia perfectly imposeiblo 
for tbe hon. gentlemen oomposiag the cabi- 
net to visit that province sufficiently often, 
or for a auffiolently long time, to beeome 
tboronghly well acquainted with tbe wanta 
and requirements of that country. There la 
no donoD that the troubles that have now 
and again occurred since confederation be- 
tween tbe government and that province, tho 
friction that aometimea haa occurred be- 
tween the different departmonta and certain 
bodies of men in British Columbia, would 
never have occurred had there been sitting 
in tho cabinet a gentleman who waa thor- 
oughly well acquainted with the wants nud 
tho rei|oirementa of the people of that 
country. At the present time we see there 
la only one hon. member in tho cabinet re- 
preaenting the vast area west of Port Arthur, 
and although I oan say and eay houestly, 
and not only do I voice my own feelings but 
tbe fcelioga of tbe wbolo uf the weatorn 
members, ihat the bon. gentleman's opinion 
is looked up to with the greatest confidence, 
and wo all know that be is a most indefatig- 
able worker ; still, no mao, howe-.-er in- 
tellectually and physically strong, can look 
after tuob a largo area, and give tbat care- 
ful attention to ib which tbe people of tbat 
diatriob have a righb to expecb. Nob only 
BO, but tbe people of Britiah Columbia think 
in all fairness that every province of tbe 
Dominion should have ab least one repreaen- 
tatire in the cabinet. We have aeon lately 
Prince Bdward leland, although pos- 
aeealDg a very little larger popula- 
tion than British Columbia, situated 
mnob nearer tbe oapltal than she ia, 
a provinoa wheae Intereata are not nearly 
■o diveraified aa thoae oif Britiah Golnmbia, 
one wbiah la in oloae'tonoh with New Knrna- 
wioli ud Nova Sootia, that have fonr or five 
repieaentacivea in the Dominion cabinet, re- 
ceive repreaentatlon In the oahlnet. I am 
told the Premier, In bis utnal hopeful man- 
ner, expresaed the hope that the day la not 
far diatant when tho queatlon of locality 
will have nothing to do with a member'a 
qualifications for a portfolio. He also as- 
serts, I am told, that tbe policy of the pre- 
sent government ia to do justice to all local- 
Itioa equally, buo ipinorca the idea of the 
•talma of any particular province whatever 
or locality having anything to do with a 
member'a qualification for appointment 
to tbe oablneb. Tbia is a most beautiful 
theory, Ib aonnds well and breathes brothorly 
love in every direction, but it baa not been 
carried out in practice. We all remember 
that year after year a member ban bjen 
promoted to a cabinet position becnUBe he 
was a French-Canadian, or a rcpreseututive 
Catholic, or % representative Protestant, or 
a representative Orangeman, or a repreaenta- 
llve Nova Scotiau. All along the line that 
has been done; and I must say that I do not 
think the only qualifioation for gentlemen 
being placed in tbo3s positioaa baa been 
ability. Wo all recognize tho ability of the 
Membera of the proaeub cabinet, and I do 
not think thirteen other gentlemen of equal 
ability could be found In the bouae, bui, I 
repeat, that cabinet appointments are not 
made on the aole gronnd of ability. If < ho 
appolntmenta were made more by looallcies 
and provincea than ia done co-day, tho 
oonntry would be better governed In many 
ways tban It is at th4 present time. The 
one great ari;nment ai^ainat giving a oablneb 
representative Co Britiah Colnmbtk la, I am 
told, that the population ia so small numeri- 
•ally. I thii k I oan abow the houss that 
althougti Ibere are fewer people in Briiiah 
Colauihlu, atill she la aa well worthy of ro- 
pretientation in tho government aa any other 
province in the Dominion. I_ have gone 
very carefully into aomo figures which I 
wibh to pri'S(>nt to tho house, and I think 
thoy will bo found to ba perfectly oorreot. 
I hope I may not ouand any hon. gonllemun 
from any other portion of the Dominion ia 
giving these compurisone, aa it ia fur from 
my wish to belittle any other portion of tho 
Dominion, but ib ia my duly as a ropreaen- 
ttttivo ol llritiab Columbia to make out the 
beat case I can for my own province by 
truthful figuroa ond solid faota. I urn sorry 
to Buy that aomo person or persona unknown, 
who have more sympathy with tho feelings 
of the members of tbia bouse than I have, 
last night atole my notes and figures from 
my desk j so if I da not givo them quite as 
glibly ae otherwise might bo the case, I beg 
to ba cxcusdd. I happen, however, to bavo 
a faw rough flgurea on hand, Before tho 
position oan be oonsldorod, it is desirable 
that I should g<ye the population of tbu 
difiV ent provincea of the Dumloion. ifiod 
ba follows I 
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select those belonging to one particular 
year. I find tbe average e'xporta of the

According to iheae figurea Britiah Columbia 
paya nearly three times us much revenue per 
capita as Ontario and nearly two ai. J a 
half times as much per capita aa Qutl'ac, 
Although she bus less than one quarter ho 
population of Nova Scotia, she contribuied 
within a very few thousand dollars tbe 
same total amount of revenue to the ex- 
chequer. Taking all ttie rest of Canada and 
dividing tbe total revenue paid by popula- 
tion, we find that ib gives an average of 
$6 68 per head, against $19.30 per head paid 
in British Columbia. I am fuiiy aware, air, 
that Bome hon. gentlemen may say that 
these oomparisons are nob ab all fair, especi- 
ally with regard to tho maritime provinces, 
owing to tbe fact thatl arge quantities of 
the goods oonaumed In those provnoea have 
paid duty In Qnebeo and Ontario. I admit 
that, bnt tbat faot bolda equally good in the 
oaae of Britiah Columbia. Large quan- 
tities of gooda are oonanmed io 
Britbh Colambia whiah are imported 
from Montreal and Toronto and other 
plaoea in the Eaat, which have been duty 
paid there. I oan honestly say that not one 
cent of ddty ia charged and paid in British 
Columbia other than on gooda that are oon- 
aumed in th&b country. I, therefore, have 
made no allowance whatever on this account, 
but bavo taken tbe figures aa I found them 
In tbe blue booka. It was impossible to tell 
what allowance to make on this account in 
favor of any particular portion of the Domin- 
ion, and, therefore, I think it is tbe fairer 
way to make none at all, and to take the 
original figurea as publiahed. I have shown 
conclusively, Mr.Speakpr, that the people of 
British Columbia are tho l)eati revonua pro- 
ducera per capita in the Dominion, and on 
this account alono they are entitled to tho 
very greatest cousidoratioD at the bands of 
the government. Lot ua now aeo how tho 
shipping in tho difforonb piuvinces compares 
during tho year 1893 94 Wo will firat take 
tbe sea-goicg tonnage for each province and, 
of course, in this return Ontario does nob 
oome io, aa abe haa no aea-going veaaela -.

who expressed these opinions In the coarsest 
and moat offenBive way. Ho was taken aa a 
sample of the whole olaes of Labor repre- 
sontativea, and the constitaenolea vere 
defcermtned nob to place power In the hands 
of men of his stamp. Nob only was Mr. 
Kier-Hardte rejected at the polls, but m&ny 
othor labor cnudidates aod advojatea of tho 
oauee of lubor lost their elections. Radicals 
were defeated bsoauae thoy wore believed to 
be the Bsaooiates of men of the Kler-Bardie 
claas and would be wllliogly thoir tools. 
It la said that beer had muoh to do with 
tho defeat of tho Liberals. Perhaps It had. 
Hut there aro competent obaorvors who bo- 
lieve that it was the Sooiillsb minority 
which in its attempt to run the Radioikl 
parby ran lb nearly to death. The Netr 
Vork Herald says : 

London tolla the story. The metropolis 
returns fifty-four Unioniata oo eight Lib- 
erals. Why 2 Beoimao it Is in London that 
tho socialists oollectiviats, landlord haters 
and the rest have had fullest sway. Tho 
London County Council legislated for three 
years on sooialiolio liiioa, aweepiog away in- 
dividual righta, confiscating corporate pro- 
perty, attaokioR other property and rights 
of many kluda— all, as they alleged, in the 
Intoreab of tho community, and many of 
thorn beyond (juoation in disregard of the 
righta of peracma. 

' Now wa see the result. I'arb of it be- 
came viaiblo last spring whoa tho progreaa- 
ivo9 were boaton in the municipal oleccioas. 
Tho full eEToot is recorded in thoao eloquuul, 
figures 5-1: to 8, which express tho parlia- 
mentary verdiob of London. The party of 
□ ontiBoatlon la in a minority of one-seventh." 

The fears of tho oonservalivo part of tho 
population were aroused by tho intemporato 
Bpoeohes of socialiatio Radicals and the 
Boolalistio resolutions of labor conventions, 
manipulated as they were by an energetic 
aod unsornpalouB minority, and the result 
has been aa the London oorrespondenb of 
the New York Tribune expreesea It, to set 
the cause of labor back a decade In the 
House of Commons. 



They appear to be tho whole population 
ablo to bear nrma In the two provinces 
Santiago de Cub* and Puerto Principe. 
The wonder is, oonaiderlng the foroe that 
has been sent to subdae them, how bhey 
manage to hold oub eo long. 

This war in Cuba must be moat expensive, 
and Spain ia by no moans rich enough to in- 
dulge in tho luxury of even a liltle war. It 
might be thouglib th*b ib would pay "Spain 
to try some new and more ooDolliatory way 
of governing Cuba than the one that has 
been produotivo of such unpleasant and 
such costly results. There can bo no doubt 
that a very largo proportion of tho native 
Cubans hato Spain and Spaniards with a 
very bitter hatred. Why is this 7 People 
that are well governed and fairly 
treated do not generally hate their rnlers. 
If the Government of Spain had managed 
the afTalra of Cuba wisely and had shown 
some degree of consideration for the rights 
and foelinga of tho men who bavo made tho 
country wbat it is, ib would not require an 
army of a bandred and thirty tbottsand men 
and the expsndiluro of many millions of 
treasure to keep them in subjection. Ib Is 
a wonder that tho ruliog claoa in Spain has 
uut loarnod ere this that misrule and Injua 
tico in Cuba are ruinously expensive, and 
has not from mobiTce of eooBomy, if for no 
ocber or higher reason, tried a milder, a 
fairer and a more humane sway of f|overning 
its inhabitants,

FACING BOTH WAYS. 

If it was Mr. Laurior's design when he 
spoke on tho Manitoba sohool question to 
lead Liberals of 'all shades of opinion to be 
lieve that he said what eaoh of them wanted 
falm to aay, he anooeeded marvelloualy well 
The Liberala who wished that he would 
make a stand In favor of non-interference 
believe that he is such an advocate for pro 
vincial rights that he will oppoao any inter 
ference by Parliament with Manitoba. Those 
of bia party who favor denominational educa- 
tion and who believe that the minority In 
Manitoba ahould be aeoured in the right to 
teaoh their religion In the schools they aop- 
port, interpret Mr. Laurier's utterances to 
mean that he is of their opinion, and that he 
will nob rest until denominational schools 
•re again by oonatibntional means established 
in Manitoba. This oan be ahown by the way 
In whioh hia speeohea have been nnderatood 
by the Manitoba advooatea of aeoulbr sohools 
and by Quebec believers in religious edu- 
cation. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, at the time an 
intensely Liberal paper, commenting on Mr. 
Laurier's speech, said : " As the Govern- 
ment polioy ia to coerce Manitoba Into ao- 
oeptinK the remedial order, we take it that 
Mr. Laurier's is the converse of tliat, and 
that be would, if in powor, abstain 
from parliamentary aoblon. At the close of 
the debate it seems to have been understood 
that Mr. Lanrler stood for provinoial 
righta." 

On the other hand, Mr. Tarbe'a paper, Le 
Cnltivatour, said : " Mr. Laurier said that 
if ho oomoa to power he ia ready to settle the 
sohool question." 

L'Blectenr ollnchea this by remarkleg : 
" Mr. L^"rler had no hositation in saying 
that he desired that the minority In Mani- 
toba might be allowed the privilege of teaoh- 
log in their own schools to their own chil- 
dren their duties to God and man as they 
understand thoae duties, and aa thoy wore 
taught them by the church. Our blshopa 
themselves could nob make a declaration 
more olear, more oitegorioai and moro satis- 
faotory." The Leader of the Opposition 
seen from Manitoba is In favor of giving tho 
majority of tho province full control of pub- 
lic education regardless of tho bollefe and 
the feelings of the minority. Viewed from 
a Quebec standpoint ho ia prepared to take 
anoh measnrea aa will lead to a settlement 
of the question satisfactory to the views and 
wishes of the sympathlaers of the Manitoba 
minority, let the majority in that province 
do and say what they may. This is 
cortalDly strong ovidonoo of Mr. Laurior's 
•kill In nsing wo^ds, but impartial and dis- 
oeming men will nob, we think, look upon it 
as a tribute either to Mr. Laurier's sinoerity 
or hia politioal honeaty. The man who 
leada tho advocates of oppotlts aides of a 
question to boliovo that he agrees with them 
both muab be docoiving ono aob of mon or 
the other. Mr. Facing-both-ways ia nob 
tho moat admirable of Bunyan'a oharaotera. 



TH£I BRITISH LABOR PARTY. 

Tho British parliamentary labor party 
has been complotoly swamped In the late 
elections. The reason of this ia nob far to 
■eek. The labor party identified itaelf 
with an extreme form of soolaliam. Ita 
poblloly declared object was to plaoe the 
means of production, distribution and trana- 
portatlon in tho hands of the Government, 
This meant thab if ita incmbora had their 
way the GovernmoDb should be the only 
land owner, the only land worker, the only 
mine owner, the only manufaobnrer, the 
only banker, the only merchant and the only 
railway owner and operator. Tbore 
aro hundreds of thousands of working- 
men in Great Britain who are 
not Soolalists, bub they permitted thoae 
who profess to be devoted to their intereala 
and to apeak for them, to deolara to the 
world that tbia iras their .platfonn. They 
lent to Fariiament a man, Mr. Kler-H»rdie,

JOURNALISTIC RUFFIANISM. 

Wo said a few days ago thab eomo of the 
attacks made by the Opposition newspapers 
on Sir Maokenzie Boweli and his colleagues 
in the Goveroment, were brutal in their 
coarseness. We find that the Montreal 
Star, whioh Ip very far from being a partisan 
paper, is disgusted with the way in whioh 
tho Premier and the other members of tho 
Government are treated by those who are 
opposed to them on the Manitoba sohool 
question. It says : 

" The ferocity of some of our contempor- 
aries who uro critloiaing the Govern- 
ment's attitude on the Manitoba school 
question seems to indicate that 
i^bey will exhaust themselves long be- 
fore next January. They have set 
a pace that they oan never keep up for 
six months. There aro not enough offonsivo 
adjectives in existence to kuep up the stan- 
dard of abuse and ab the same tlmo to 
secure that variety of expression whioh is 
necessary to prevent the campaign becom- 
ing wearisome. Naturally the Premier gets 
hia full share of this kind of attention. 
Some of the attauka on Sir Maokenzie 
Boweli are nothing less than brutal, and 
more worthy of Bulgaria than of Canada. 
Such methods must in tho long run provo 
more dangerous to those who use therr. than 
to the object of their wrath. If a certain 
class of journalists cannot diacuus poli- 
tioal qneationa without ooarse abuse 
of the Premier and savage spec- 
nlations about his death they 
must find hia position difiSonlt to assail. 
Whatever may be thought of Sir Macken- 
zie's policy with regard to the sohool ques- 
tion or with regard bo the tariff or any othor 
great question, he is entitled to fair play at 
the hauda of his countrymen. He ia an old 
publlo servant who has worked hard and 
faithfully in the service of the Dominion, 
and against whose personal integrity there 
has never been ao mnoh aa a breath of sus- 
picion." 

Sush journalism as the Star oondemna ia 
not only a diigraoe to the newspaper prets 
of the Dominion, but It ia a reproach to the 
people of the Dominion. Ib will naturally 
be said that the pcoplo who rolieh such 
journallatio ruffianism aro iiolthor as intolll- 
genb nor as refined as they oughtto be. But 
to the credit of the newspaper-reading pub- 
lic of the Dominion itia right to say they do 
not relish journalistic bullying and black- 
guarding. In some aeotlone they are tolera- 
ted, but tho groat niojority do not like 
thorn and nob a few loudly and ompbatioally 
express disapproval of them. They are sur- 
vivals of a kind of jonrnaiiam that la fast 
pasbiog away. 

RBBBLLION IN OUBA. 

Rebellion has not yet been stamped out 
in Cuba. Wo read of tho crushing viotorles 
of tho Government's forces, bub wo alao 
road that largo rolnforoomanta aro on thoir 
way from Spain to strengthen the aruiy 
we whioh are required to believe is invari- 
ably viotorioua. It does seem singular that a 
handful of nndlsciplined Insurgents should 
require to subdue them an army of from 
eighty to ninety thousand regular troops 
aided by an irregular force of forty thou- 
sand volunteers. 

Marshal Campoa haa 65,000 regular troopa 
in Cuba, and there are 26,000 more on the 
way bo Join hia army. A foroe of 40.000 
volunteers has been raised on the Island bo 
suppress the rebollion. It is natural to con- 
oludo that a rebollion whioh rcquiroa such 
an immense foroe as tbia to suppress muab 
be indeed formidable. 

It must be remembered that the loyal 
army in Cuba haa other foea to eontend with 
than the men in arma against the Govern- 
ment, Tho first, and nob the least formid- 
able, Is the noglocb or tho inofTiolenoy of tho 
authorities. Tho troops were deatltuto of 
nearlyeverythingneoesaaryfor thoir welfare. 
They are deaorlbed aa having no tents, no 
ahoea, no blanketa, and the medloal anpplles 
aro inanSolent. Before Marabal Campos 
could take the field with any ohanoo of sue- 
COBB ho had to supply ths mon with 
thoae and other necesaarroa. Then the olim- 
ato Is for mon in tho field most unhealthy, 
Campos said reoenbly : "My principal 
enemlea are Generala Jnly, Aog^ai and Sep- 
tember." Until they have gone ho doea nob 
e^peottodo a great deal. ^She nnmber of 
the inaurgenti ia not very well known.

Petition Against the Return of Mr. 
Wood for Cowichau-Albernl 
(Jranted Yesterday. 

Tli6 Kespoiuleut Does Not Oupose the 
Application Made by Mr. 
Hnff's ConnseL 



The provincial bye-election for Cowioban- 
Alberni District, held in April last, was 

yoatorday declared void by Mr. Justice 
Croaae. 

The petitioner, George A. Huff, was ro- 
proaented by Mr. Thornton I'^oll and Mr. F. 

B. Gregory, while tho respondent, Mr. 
Thomaa A. Wood, did not oppose the peti- 
tion ; the petitioner abandoned bis first 
olaim, to bo retnrned in place of Thomaa A. 
Wood, and simply asked that the election 
bo voided. 

Mr. Huff's petition sot forth among oilier 
things that two ballots polled at the electioa 
and marked for tho petitioner were wrongly 
rejected as spoiled ballots ; that one ballot 
marked in favor of the respondent by a star, 
by which tho voter might bo identified, waa 
wrongly raceived and counted for 
respondent ; that no poll waa held 
at Magnoaon's store, Clayoquot, one 
of tho polling places for tho district, and 
thereby some fifteen eleotors were deprived 
of the opportunity of voting ; that sufBolont 
polling papers were not provided for the 
polling place ab the court bouse, Alborni, 
and in oonaequence several votes were polled 
on papers written out by the depuly return- 
ing officer oi said polling place; thab no 
noticsa of the election were posted either at 
Encnlst or at Clayoquot, and at the latter 
place no person knew that an eleotion was 
pending ; that the total votea polled accord- 
ing to the returns waa 173 for Huff and 172 
for Wood, with 6 rejected ; that the return- 
ing offioer allowed petitioner one rejected 
ballot, making in all 174 for petitioner 
against 172 for respondent ; that the re- 
turning ofhoer'a verinsd returns of the bal- 
lots deposited showed 351 votes polled, but 
only accounts for 319 ballot papers used ; 
also that in several instances tho proper 
oaths of secreoy were not taken by tho 
deputies. 

The ballot box being produced by Mr. J. 

C. Prevoat, registrar of tho Supreme court, 
showed no return from Clayoquot, and tho 
reports of tho other polling places gave 173 
votea for Huff. 172 votea for Wood, and re- 
jected C. 

H. Hansen, of Alberni, was pub in the 
witneaa box to prove that Mr. Sutton, thi 
deputy returning officer for Euoulot, was 
only informed the day previous to the eleo- 
tion of his appointment, and could not get 
there in time to act ; than no election had 
been held there, and no notices had been 
posted. 

Geo. A. Huff, the petitioner, stated that 
he had seen balloting on pieces of note paper 
ab Alberni. 

The Court then decided that tho eleotion 
was void, and will ao report to the Speaker 
of the Legislative Assembly.

The Bloomer Is Inevitable— Should I.cnrn 
Itlonoji's Talne— The Biwy Summer Girl. 
Vp to Date Woman Not Beautiful— Get- 
tlBB Even With Han. 

Miss Katlioriuo Feltoii of Oaldaiul 
^vaa declared by the faculty of the State 
tinivcrsity to bo the most distiugiiislied 
Bcholar in the class of '95 and thoroforo 
entitled to tho university medaL 

The award was not a snrpriso, for tho 
yoTing lady has a record of being ouo of 
the hardest ■workers in tho nnivejrsity. 
Her aims were high, and she always 
strove for first place. But the 3,000 
speotators who ossemhlod in Harmon 
rink, Berkeley, to \vitoe8s theoommeQce- 
mont exercises were astounded by Presi- 
dent Kollopg's nnnonncoinout that tJui 
■winner not only declined tho honor, bnt 
had asked that her name be withlield. 
KotwithBtanding this precaution, how- 
ever, the students who heard tho presi-

dent's announcement wore well awsiro 
that Miss Katharine Conway Folton, 
■who had won her degree as bachelor of 
letters and had just electrified the fash- 
ionable audience in the gymnasium with 
an es.say on "Faith In tho Moral Cou- 
sciousuoss," was tho porsou whohad de- 
clined a prizo once most coveted. Tho 
news was quickly circulated through the 
big gymnasium, and Miss Felton, who 
sat at tho head of hor class, iirrayed in 
a black collegiate gown and wft;u-iug a 
jaunty mortar board tipon her shapely 
head, became the oyuosme of hundreds 
of eyes. The students around hor whis- 
pered eager congratulations for what 
they tornied her jjlut-k and ro^sohition, 
while tho vi.sitors wondered why sho 
had refused to accept tlio medal. The re- 
gents and prof es.sors \s'ho were assembled 
■upon the stage did not seem to notice 
the episode, probably because they knew 
in advance that Miss Folton 's declina- 
tion was iu the pro.sidcut's hands, but 
uovortholess they wore considerably dis- 
turbed by this effort to break up one of 
the traditional ceremonies of the tmiver- 
sity. 

Tho medal was first refused by Sey- 
mour in 1891 and again by Garber in 
] 892, when a bright young woman grad- 
uate, whose standing was very high, 
raised a question about Garber 's right to 
the prizo. Garber, yielding to his own 
gallant impulses, refused to take tho 
medal upon tho terms it was oflercd, 
but the winners of 18'.)!! and 1894 had 
no such scruples and are proud of tho 
decoration which their mental attain- 
ments won for them. It seems that tliens 
is a feeling among tho students that tho 
system under which tho medal is award- 
ed is altogether too complicated to ad- 
mit of absolute accnruoy in figuring out 
averages, and consequently the prize does 
not always go to tho pupil who has earn- 
ed it, and this was the reason why the 
students, nialo and female, applauded so 
heartily and euthnsiastioul ly when it was 
announced that Miss Felton had follow- 
ed the example of Garber and Sejrmour.

Ald Macmii.lan believed that the oon 
tract called tor the final payment to bs held 
six montha. 

The eleotrio light oommittao will 'report 
on the matter. 

In response to a letter from tho hospital 
board aekiny tho city to meet a committee 
of tho direotora in regard to health matters, 
the Mayor ouid lie would call a meeting 
about tl^e middle of (ho week. 

Tho secretary of tho board of firo under 
writers submitted tho following reeolulion 
passed by the board : 

"That unleaa the city maintain Insurance 
on the new eleotrio light atatlon and plant 
to the extent of 60 per cent, of the actual 
cash value thereof, the preaent rates bo 
doubled ; or the asBured be given the option 
of beoomlog co-insurera for the difTereDoo 
between the amount Inaured and 80 per 
cent, of the actual oaab value of the pro- 
perty insured ; and in the case of dynamos 
the ineurance to be for the aotual cash value 
thereof, or failing this the aaeured shall bs 
an Insurer to the extent of such defioit, and 
In that event shall bear their proportion of 
any loss." 

This was referred to the eleotrio light 
committee to report at nexb meeting. Aid 
Humphrey remarking that it seenied aa if 
the underwriters were trying to dictate to 
tho oity what to do. 

Robt, Ledingham's application to be rein 
abated in the fire department was referred 
to the fire wardens. 

Capb. Boss Monro of the B.C.B.G.A 
band oommittee thanlced the oity for hav 
log the oonoerta in the park given by the 
band. 

The water aotnmissioner recommended the 

laying of some 2-inoh pipe on Banedin 
street ; 4 inch pipe on Hillside avenue and 
on Cedar Hill. Thia waa refened to the 
water committee and commissioner. 

Attention was called by Dalby & Claxton 
to the malicioua deatraoticn of prop 
erty in Victoria Weat, tho breaking of 
no leas than fifteen windows In one house 
being given aa an instance. 

Ald HuMi-HRKY in excuse for the police 
thought the men were all engaged in look 
ing after bicycle rldera at present. 

The police commissionera will bs asked to 
attend to the matter. 

An invitation to the Farmers' convention 
at Missloa waa received and acknowledged. 

Mr. Hutcheaon, in explanation of quea- 
tiona aaked him by tbo chairman of the 
eleotrio light oommittee, wrote that tho 
delay in having the dynamo repaired was 
that it was ditBoulb to get tho material here 
and to aeoure a capable man to do the work 
He Intended to keep supplies on hand for 
repaira ao that delays would not ooour. A 
spare armature for each dynamo should, he 
said, be kept on hand. 

Ihe eleotrio light committee recommended 
that the present engineer, Caraon, be re 
tained and ths inperintendent be aa 
thorlzed to employ a fireman ; alao that the 
taking down of old poles be left to Mr.

Those aro 
being repaired. It waa found that mail 
clous persona had turned oQ water from 
twenty of the fluah tanka, and a rowai'd was 
recommended to aoouro the oonviotion and 
punishment of tbe people ofiending. After 
a tboroDsh fluihlog the aewerage ayatem was 
found to Da working admirably, and aa more 
connectioBa were made ita exoellent working 
wai tbe more apparent. Tho alteration of 
a drain on Douglaa atreet, that though oon 
neoted with Johcaon atreet aewer, did not 
work properly and emptied into the ravine, 
waa recommended. The report waa adopted, 
and a reaolutlon paaaed ofiisring a reward of 
$25 for the oonviotion of peraona tampering 
with tho Bower system. 

In disouaainp the matter Aid. Macmillan 
and Partridge said that the defects noted 
were nob due to any fault in tho aupervleion 
of tbe syatem. [Tho council adjourned ab 
0:30.
